Predict More Rain 


Weather forecastci-s predicted

Christ may have learned from 
the Essenes, who copied as 
they read. The treasure of re­ 
ligious literature which they 
secreted in the caves by the 
Dead Sea brings contemporary 
writing on every book in the 
Bible except one, and said He­ 
bert, “we can assume that they 
are all as accurate as the Book 
of Isaiah, (98 pet in agree­

Carbon clock dating of the

Dept. Of Transportatíón 


Our newest federal agency, the Department of 
Transportation, will change the Upper Peninsula along 
with the rest of the nation. This would happen especial­ 
ly if the Department of Transportation w’ere to look 
upon its function as the use of transportation for the 
development of an area, as well as to provide the trans­ 
portation to meet the existing needs in movement of 
people, materials and products. 


The American transportation system has evolved 
fi-om a free entei*prise system which has been stronjrly 
peiiodic in keeping witli transportation developments, 
the covered wagon, the canals, the raili*oads. the higli- 
w ays. the motor truck and passenger car and bus and 
now the airplane and helicopter. 


The system is now immensely complex and rep­ 
resents not tlie natural result of commercial attrition, 
but rather the effects of new influences like strona: 
unionism upon a vast bureaucracy. Tlie railroads took 
the play away from the canals with the aid of govern­ 
ment subsidy an^ now liighway business and barjre 
business and air business are still subsidized while the 
railroads try to compete as free enterprisers.

Automotive industry has become so huge and the 
national economy so dependent upon it that America 
is involved in a huge, weird extravaganza of superhigh­ 
way building to Rive every modern American his birth­ 
right and let him drive his car right to his job in Chi­ 
cago. Detroit. Los Angeles or elsewhere, creating some 
traffic crushes that are stranjrer than science fiction 


We have even exTK)rted some of this madness to 
Europe, but it has never tried to get all the automobiles 
o f all its little nations downtown in its canital cities 
for the rush hour every day and has retained some re­ 
markably good mass transit svstems. Is that coming 
in America witli its new^ Department of Transportation 
and increasing government control of transportation? 
We had a foretaste of what may come in Congress’ 
investigation of automobile safety.

DOT isn’t alone in regarding transportation as a 
social force. It has always strongly influenced the 
growth of America. \Miere the social force comes into 
contact with economics is the crucial point and DOT 
M ill have to face this eventuallv and we’ll hear sugges­ 
tions for more taxes. Meanwhile it’s nibbling at safety 
and other fringes.
